They voted by colonics, of 
which twelve were represented. 
On 
this niestipn six were for, and six against 
it.-.Y bus^ freedom und independence, 
md slavery and submission, were on an 
equilibrium. 
Pennsylvania was equally 
divided; and it required but one vote to 
turn the scale. 
The whole can be bel­ 
ter onderatood, by quoting a pas«age 
from the pamphlet of Mr. Galloway, 
which waa published in London, in 1779 
This gentleman waa a member at the 
time from that colony, and voted against 
the Declatotion of Independence. 
Me 
efrorwards w«nt to England, and was ex­ 
amined before a committee of tho Bri­ 
tish Parliament on American afiaira.

** Their debetta lasted near a fortnight 
and when the question was pur, six 
colonies divided egainst six.

On Tuesday evening, at about 7 
o'clock, the KxcaaN«B CovsBs-Housa, 
in this town, took fire and burnt down. 
The fire first broke out from the South- 
W est corner uf tho seventh sto ry ... 
There are varioua reports repecting the 
mode in which it caught ; none of which 
can be fully relied on. 
It is supposed 
by some that it caught from a lamp sus­ 
pended from the wail in the biliard room 
by others that it proceeded fioiu a stove, 
i'.nd again by others that it was caused by 
a defect in the chimney leading from tiie 
kitchen, in which it is known there had 
ouen a large fire. 
The firo soon com. 
muuicated to the roof, and extended very 
rapdily to the adjoining parts of the 
tiouse 
No great danger however was 
apprehended from it for some time.— 
1 he flumas which had burst out from 
the roof was for some time suppressed, 
so that the bells ceased rin g in g ^ ln 
about half an hour it was found tbat the 
building could not be saved, and aoon 
after (he flames burst from almost every 
part of the building. Thera was a alight 
wind from the south-west, which drove 
the flames and burning cinders towards 
the lower part of State Street. 
All the 
neighbouring buildings were of course 
immediately exposed, from the mo­ 
ment that the fire broke ouL from the 
roof and windows. 
Thç exertions of the 
firemen and every class of citizens were 
immediately conspicuous in every direc­ 
tion. 
W ater wss^uppliad in abundance 
wherever it could be of service by 
means of the engines, and buidccts which 
whicti were served on tha exposed roots 
and windows with great intrepidity, and 
the fire was immediately extinguished 
wherever it caught, except in tho im* 
mediite vicinity of tho walls.

W e have not heard of any serious ac­ 
cident to the person of any one during 
Ihe fire— Yesterday morning we learn 
that a lad fell into a large kettlo which 
remained filled with hot beer and waa 
•everely scalded. 


H e died two or three boiirs afterwarda. 
Although the wend was very light the 
coals and cindera wara carried to a g> eat 
distance. 
Burning coaK fell at a dis­ 
tance of more than a quarter cf a mile, 
and buildinga and ships were in danger 
of taking fire at a much gteater distance. 


The 0>ffec-House was owned by a 
company, in 400 aharaa, who hold by 
purchase from tha original proprietors. 
The cost of tlie building was about half 
a million of dollars. 
Mr. Barnum, the 
keeper of the hotel, is a great loser, par­ 
ticularly in furnitare and liquors. 
W a 
are informed that bo has put iato the 
house, within tho last two years, 16,000 
dallara worth of furniture. O ther indi­ 
viduala bava lost much in the building. 


W a can give but a very imperfect ac* 
count of the Iosa sustained by individu­ 
ala 
Neaily all the printing-offices in 
town were situated near the scene of 
conflagration, and consequsntly sufi'ered 
severely. 
Messrs. W ells and Lilly*» 
priming office and bindery ^>ere in one 
of the most exposed aituationa. 
Their 
types and olice apparatus were not re­ 
moved, and susi.alued little Injury.— 
Their extensive slock, in paper, and 
books in sheets, is much injured by fire 
and water, but we leai n that the damago 
is less than they at first supposed. 


The Palladium, Ccntinel, G aiette, 
Patriot and Chronicle, Intelligencer, 
Recordei,and Daily Advertiser Oflices, 
were all greatly exposed, and most of 
them removed their property. 
Conse­ 
quently no paper waM printed in town 
yesterday. 
Ihe Suffolk buildings, in 
which our office is situated, was in great 
danger of being consumed,and we there­ 
fore removed all our types, presses and 
paper. 
But by the aid ol our friends, 
who kindly volutileered in the service, 
the removal was effected with so much 
care, that although carried to a consid­ 
erable disiance, the types, presses, pa­ 
per, and other property, are recovered 
without any material loss or derange* 
ment. 


A Brewery, and part of a Ropewalk 
were burnt down in Charlestown, about 
midnight, on Tuesday night.
